H 


ARDLY a clay passes but the need of an 


effective commercial organization is felt 


in Reno. 
Daily we hear people speak of this 


city as "the Denver of Nevada." Its command- 


ing- position as the natural gateway to the great- 
est mining districts the world has ever known 


rightfully entitle it to be so considered. 
But 


what are the people of this community doing 
to bring about a consummation so much to be 
desired ? 
Regretfully we 
must 
say, nothing. 


Whatever advancement and 
prosperity 
Reho 


now enjoys comes from an initiative and an nn.- 
pulse that has its source outside of anything 
that the citizens themselves either control or di- 
rect. 
It is true that there are business men in 


our midst who are alive to the situation and 
the possibilities, hut they are handicapped by 
having no central organization to work out their 
ideas. 


Communities, like individuals, ha\e their in- 


to rots, but unless the\ arc filtered with the 
same care and attention that is given to private 
enterprises the\ will languish and fail of their 


full fruition. 
The 
difficulties 
encountered 
in 


furthering the interests of a community lie in 
a failure to properly appreciate the power of con- 
certed 
action along definite 
lines. 
What 
is 


everybody's business is nobody's business, and 
private enterprise is too selfish or preoccupied 
to sacrifice the necessary time and talent in the 
cause of the public weal. 


As before stated. The Journal is 
satisfied 


that there are plenty of men in Reno who ap- 
preciate to the 
fullest extent the possibilities 


that lie before us, but who are too much en- 
grossed in pruate affairs to devote much time 
to public business. 
All that is needed is for 


these men to get together and organize them- 
selves into a commercial body of some kind 
under the direction of a capable salaried man 
v\hose business it will be to attend to the proper 
advertising of the cit). the collection of reliable 
information and the reception of visitors. With- 
in the next few years problems will arise in the 
conduct of our cit\ affairs that will call for the 
weight of numbers and the prestige official of 
official action of some recognized authority to 
speak for the community. 
The Journal further

frog and is reaching out for the business that

The people of Tonopah and Goldficld are 


lisjhteotish indignant at the failure of the people 
ol Keuo to rise to the opportunity that is now 


[ refuted to them to become the trading center 


f r ibis section. Whilst they are wrong in at- 
tributing our lack of interest as individuals, they 
a'-e unquestionably right in condemning our las- 
situde as 
a community.

''olJ.field have clubs composed of the enterpris- 
ing citizens of the districts and the benefits that 
1me accrued as a-result of their united en- 
de,ivors can scarcely be reckoned in dollars. 


The Journal appeals to the progressive citi-

of them, to get together before it is too late.
